ST. LOUIS (AP) — A »ore shoulder ha» kept Lui» 
Melendez from playing full time but hasn’t affected the 
St. Louis Cardinal outfielder’s hitting. 
Melendez, called on in a pinch role a second time in a 
week Friday night, banged a hit up the middle with two 
out In the tenth inning to sink the Philadelphia Phillies 2-1. 
The single boosted Melendez’ pinch-hitting to 4-for-6 
and lifted the Cardinals to second place in the National 
League’s East Division. 
“ I’d rather be 
playing than pinch-hitting,’ ’ 
the 
23-year-old Puerto Rican product said, “ but I’ll do 
anything if we win.’’ 
Melendez was called to pinchhit for Jose Cruz, a 
left-handed batter, after Phils southpaw Mac Scarce, 0-4, 
walked Ted Sizemore opening the final inning. 
Tim McCarver’s second sacrifice moved Sizemore over 
and Joe Torre was walked intentionally before Ted 
Simmons forced Torre at second. 
Scarce worked the count to 12 against Melendez, but a 
fast ball on the next delivery was hit to the left of 
shortstop Larry Bowa’s glove to score Sizemore. 


“Last year I was a bad pinch-hitter,” noted Melendez, 
who hit only 4-for-21 in such capacity. 
“George Kissell (Cards coach) told me if Cruz got up 


to bat I might get a chance. I know Jose wasn’t happy 
that I pinch-hit, but that’s part of the game.” 
Cruz’ grounder to the right side of the infield had 
chased home the only Cardinals run against Phils starter 
Wayne Twichell, who yielded four hits through nine 
innings. 
Sizemore’s single led off the eighth and Twitchell 
threw wide in fielding Mc’carver’s first sacrifice to set up 
the tying run. 
Priort to that, Cesar Tovor’s bouncing double over 
third base and a two-out triple by Greg Luzinski in the 
fourth had staked Philadelphia to a 1-0 lead. 
The Phillies, who had won 11 of 14 previous games, 
loaded the bases on Del Unger’s single, a Luzinski double 
and an intentional walk to Tommy Hutton in the ninth. 
But Cards reliever Diego Segui fanned Mike Schmidt 
on a fast ball and repelled the threat as Bob Boone lined 
to Sizemore at second base and Luzinski was doubled off. 
Melendez, shelved eight days by the bad shoulder, also 
delivered a pinch-hit six nights earlier beating the Chicago 
Cubs. 
Cards manager Red Schoendienst, noting approval, 
said the 165-pound center fielder would be back in the 
lineup for the second of a four-game series against the 
Phils tonight.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — A sore shoulder ha* kept Luis 
Melendez from playing full time but hasn’t affected the 
St. Louis Cardinal outfielder's hitting. 
Melendez, called on in a pinch role a second time in a 
week Friday night, banged a hit up the middle with two 
out in the tenth inning to sink the Philadelphia Phillies 2-1. 
The single boosted Melendez’ pinch-hitting to 4-for-€ 
and lifted the Cardinals to second place in the National 
League’s East Division. 
“ I’d 
rather 
be 
playing 
than 
pinch-hitting,’’ 
the 
23-year-old Puerto 
Rican 
product said, 
“ but I’ll do 
anything if we win.” 
Melendez was called to pinchhit for Jose Cruz, a 
left-handed batter, after Phils southpaw Mac Scarce, 0-4, 
walked Ted Sizemore opening the final inning. 
Tim McCarver’s second sacrifice moved Sizemore over 
and Joe Torre was walked intentionally before Ted 
Simmons forced Torre at second. 
Scarce worked the count to 12 against Melendez, but a 
fast ball on the next delivery was hit to the left of 
shortstop Larry Bowa’s glove to score Sizemore. 


“ Last year I was a bad pinch-hitter,” noted Melendez, 
who hit only 4-for-21 in such capacity. 
“ George Kissell (Cards coach) told me if Cruz got up 


to bat I might get a chance. I know Jose wasn’t happy 
that I pinch-hit, but that’s part of the game.’’ 
Cruz’ grounder to the right side of the infield had 
chased home the only Cardinals run against Phils starter 
Wayne Twichell, who yielded four hits through nine 
innings. 
Sizemore’s single led off the eighth and Twitchell 
threw wide in fielding Mc’carver’s first sacrifice to set up 
the tying run. 
Priort to that, Cesar Tovor’s bouncing double over 
third base and a two-out triple by Greg Luzinski in the 
fourth had staked Philadelphia to a 1-0 lead. 
The Phillies, who had won 11 of 14 previous games, 
loaded the bases on Del Unser’s single, a Luzinski double 
and an intentional walk to Tommy Hutton in the ninth. 
But Cards reliever Diego Segui fanned Mike Schmidt 
on a fast ball and repelled the threat as Bob Boone lined 
to Sizemore at second base and Luzinski was doubled off. 
Melendez, shelved eight days by the bad shoulder, also 
delivered a pinch-hit six nights earlier beating the Chicago 
Cubs. 
Cards manager Red Schoendienst, noting approval, 
said the 166-pound center fielder would be back in the 
lineup for the second of a four-game series against the 
Phils tonight.

Calories Rem ain, Though 


Making Pancakes Without Egg 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. l^imb 
In your 
column about breakfast you 
stated, ”1 would recommend 
pancakes 
(which 
can 
be 
made without eggs or added 
fat i.” My daughter has a 
gall bladder condition which 
prohibits yolks of eggs and 
all 
animal 
and 
vegetable 
fats and she likes pancakes 
so 1 would appreciate it if 
you 
would 
send 
me 
the 
recipe for pancakes without 
eggs or fats. 
My daughter has a defec­ 
tive thyroid and is consider­ 
ably overweight, so the in­ 
ternist who examined her 
prescribed medication and a 
diet. 
Dear Reader — You can 
use most commercial pan­ 
cake mixes or almost any 
standard recipe, just disre­ 
gard the directions to add 
an egg or to add shortening 
or oil. They will turn out 
fine. 
The next question then is 
what to put on the pancakes. 
If you are trying to avoid 
fat intake you can use non­ 


fat dry milk powder. Mix it 
extra rich until 
it’s thick 
enough to pass for cream. To 
this you can add sugar to 
taste and cinnamon if you 
like, for a spread on top of 
the pancakes. This way you 
can serve pancakes which 
contain almost no fat. This 
does not mean that they 
won’t have calories. If your 
d a u g h t e r needs to lose 
weight, pancakes of any type 
may not be the best idea. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — In one 
of your columns you com­ 
mented 
“low 
blood 
sugar 
and many other problems— 
are often related to living 
habits, particularly diet, and 
can frequently be corrected.” 
This seems to imply that hy­ 
poglycemia is reversible. I 
was under the impression 
that it was the reverse of 
diabetes, and not correctable 
or reversible. 
Can you give me some 
suggestions on correct living 
habits and diet to correct 
low blood sugar condition? 
Dear Reader — The com­ 
mon low blood sugar prob­ 


lems are reversible. They 
are not at all the opposite 
of diabetes. The only an­ 
alogy you can draw here 
is that in low blood sugar 
there is a low blood glucose 
level, whereas in untreated 
diabetes the blood glucose 
level 
is high. 
The mech­ 
anisms involved are quite 
different. 


There are many causes for 
low blood sugar, including a 
tumor of the pancreas, in­ 
volving the tissues that pro­ 
duce insulin. This rare form 
of low blood sugar might 
really be considered as the 
opposite of diabetes. It can 
be cured by removing the 
tumor. 
Most 
people 
who 
have low blood sugar do not 
have a tumor of the pancreas 
but have a functional prob­ 
lem related to eating too 
many sweets. 
The most satisfactory diet 
approach 
is 
to 
eliminate 
sweets, 
desserts, 
starches 
and shift the emphasis to 
fresh vegetables, foods with 
bulk and foods rich in pro­ 
tein. The latter category ob­ 


viously includes the meats, 
fish and poultry. Drinks such 
as 
hot 
coffee 
containing 
sugar, 
or 
sweetened 
soft 
drinks are a real no-no. So 
are sweet starchy foods. For 
breakfast these individuals 
should eat fish, such as sal­ 
mon patties, or broiled or 
fried fish or meat. With a 
hot breakfast cereal like hot 
oatmeal one can use mar­ 
garine or butter without add­ 
ing any sweetening. If ce­ 
reals are used, some indivi­ 
duals may do all right using 
a small amount of artificial 
sweetener. But the main em ­ 
phasis should be on bulk 
f o o d s 
relatively 
low 
in 
sweets and a bigger empha­ 
sis on protein-type foods.

Consequently, when she made a large deposit 
at a bank, whe kept one steady eye on the teller and the other 
on her moola. What she failed to see, however, was a blind man 
who got in line behind her. Nor did she observe his seeing-eye 
dog reposing gently at his side. 
The result? When Helen turned to walk away from the 
teller’s cage, she tripped on the dog’s leash and landed on the 
floor of the bank next to the som ewhat puzzled canine. 
Suffering a broken arm In the mishap, Helen was bent on 
suing the bank for damages. 
“ Having admitted a seeing-eye dog onto its premises,” 
complained Helen in court, “the bank had a duty to make sure 
no one fell over its leash. After all, the blind man was in no 
position to warn anyone of the danger and the dog, obviously, 
didn’t give a ‘“Woof W oof.”' 
“Nonsense,” responded a bank official. “If anyone was at 
fault, it was Helen herself.
